. Troubled Child 
Can Find Limbo 
In Foster Care

Foster care can be a kind of benevolent limbo for troubled 


youths. 


A young girl or boy can stay in the system for years, being 


shuttled from one foster home to another. 


Criticism comes from people in the system — 


caseworkers, foster parents and juvenile authorities. 


The s&ne people quickly point out that although the 


system has problems, it is a needed alternative for children 
who are having severe problems in their own homes. 


The first goal of foster child care is to work with the fami- 


ly, remedy the problems and return the child to the home. 


Major Complaint 


But one of the major complaints is that foster child care is 


being used as a long-term solution instead of the temporary 
measure it is intended to be. 


In a study of about 60 county foster child care cases in 


Lancaster County last year, foster parent Kathy Downs found 
35 children who had been in foster homes for more than 24 
months. One child had been in 13 homes in three years. 


About 175 children are currently in the Lancaster County 


foster care program and another 250 are in the state- 
administered Region V area that covers 17 southeastern coun- 
ties. 


The term foster care includes care in foster homes, (for 


which foster parents can receive up to $125 per month) in 
group homes, such as those operated by the Youth Service 
System, or in larger institutions, sugh as Cedars Home For 
Children. 


Inadequate Parenting 


A child enters foster care when parenting (as society sees 


it) is deemed inadequate, according to Mary Prier, Region V 
social services unit manager. 


Examples of inadequate parenting are leaving young 


children alone, not feeding or clothing children properly, 
physically abusing children and repeatedly allowing a juvenile 
to stay out all night. 


The decision to place a child in foster care is made by the 


Lancaster County Juvenile Court or by parents who voluntari- 
ly request their children be placed in foster care. 


Once children have been placed in foster care, they may 


be moved from home to home. They may spend time in a 
group home or an institution. They may go back to their' 
natural parents and then be returned to the foster care system. 


More Instability May Result 


This shuttling, Ms. Downs and others believe, does the 


child no good and may in fact be thesource of more instability 
in a child's life. 


The first step toward stopping it, they say, is to recognize 


that some defective family situations will never be repaired. 


They believe that officials should begin looking for alter- 


natives to "temporary" foster care at an earlier point in many 
cases, that the time allowed for rehabilitation of a home 
should have limits. 


"One year is plenty long enough," suggested Nancy Bare, 


supervisor of Child Protective ServiceSjfor Lancaster County. 


Some natural parents only see their child once a year, ac- 


cording to Mrs. Kay Stephens, former president of the 
Nebraska Foster and Adoptive Parents Club. 


She calls it "neglect" on the part of foster care authorities 


when those situations are allowed to continue without 
searching for more permanent solutions. 


'Hundreds Lost In System' 


"Hundreds of kids have been lost in the system for years 


— and still are — and we need to do something about perma- 
nent planning," she said. 


"If parents don't shape up and if it's in the best interests 


of the kids, parental rights should be terminated^" Ms. Bare 
believes. 


Parental rights are: to consent to a child's marriage, 


military service, medical care, adoption and to determine a 
child s religion. When parental rights are terminated, parents 
have no legal right to visit their child. 


Terminations of parental rights — an admittedly drastic, 


emotionally charged measure — are rising in Lancaster Coun- 
ty. 


In 1973 the Lancaster County attorney's office requested 


three terminations. Two were granted. 


Last year the office sought to have parental rights ter- 


minated or have custody given to the state for long-term place- 
ment in 19 cases involving 36 children. 


Termination was granted in 11 cases. Custody was given,to 


the state in five cases and to relatives in one. Two cases are 
still pending. 


Child May Be Adopted 


When parental rights have been terminated it is possible 


for a child to be placed in a permanent, adoptive home. 


However, some foster children with delinquent behavior 


and psychological problems or with mental and physical han- 
dicaps may not readily be adopted, even after they are free 
from their natural parents, some caseworkers argue. 


"Most people still want Caucasian, blond-haired, blue- 


eyed babies," Mary Prier observed. 


Those pushing for termination of parental rights as part of 


longterm planning for foster care children believe that an 
existing program of subsidized adoption may alleviate the 
problems of finding permanent homes for hard-to-place 
children. 


Under the program, families who cannot afford an adop- 


tion can receive payments for ordinary, day-to-day needs, 
emergency medical needs and special education. 


Subsidy Reviewed Annually 


The payments for ordinary needs can be as much as $125 


per month. The amount of the subsidy is reviewed yearly. 


Although the program has been law since 1971, it has only 


been used in nine cases involving 14 children. 


Ms Downs, Mrs. Stephens and others believe that the 


reason the program has been little used is because the state 
das been lax in publicizing its existence. 


- A lack of guidelines on how to administer the program has 


made local agencies reluctant to tell foster parents about the 
possibility of adoption, Ms. Downs said. 
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Breakup Of Big Oil Urged 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - The AFL-CIO 


proposed on Sunday new antitrust legislation, 
to break up the giant oil companies and place 
them under strict government regulation. 


The hardships suffered a year ago during the 


Arab oil embargo "pales into insignificance 
compared to what looms ahead unless im- 
mediate and drastic action is taken," said the 
labor organization's executive council. 


In a statement approved by the council at its 


winter meeting, the AFL-CIO blamed mul- 
tinational oil companies for the energy crisis 
and recommended "a comprehensive energy 
policy" which would reduce imports, cut con- 
sumption and increase domestic energy 
supplies. 


"We believe that the energy emergency was 


a result of policy decisions made by the mul- 
tinational oil companies to squeeze the con- 
sumers, force them to pay higher prices and 
fatten the profits of the oil companies," the 
union chiefs said. 


Among measures proposed by the council 


was legislation to: 


—Prohibit a single company from owning 


competing sources of energy. A number of the 
major coal, natural gas and uranium 
producers are owned by the major oil com- 
panies, a practice which the AFL-CIO said has 
hampered the development of alternative 
energy sources. 


—Require the oil giants to divest themselves 


of their marketing operations so as to separate 
the sale of petroleum products from the 


production and refining of crude oil. 


—Treat the oil companies as public utilities 


subject to stringent federal regulation. 


—Remove the importation of oil from 


private hands and place it under government 
authority. 


"The government should determine the 


amount of oil imported, negotiate its price and 
provide for its internal allocation," the AFL- 
CIO said. 


Asked if this would be the first step toward 


nationalization of the oil industry, AFL-CIO 
President George Meany replied: "So be it." 


"I don't think this is the worst thing that 


could happen," Meany said. "If the oil com- 
panies keep behaving the way they are, con- 
ducting their business in complete disregard 
of the interest of the American people, I think 
nationalization is inevitable some day." 


To reduce America's dependence on foreign 


oil, the council repeated the proposals made 
by the AFL-CIO's General Board in 
Washington last month. That panel called for a 
quota on oil imports, including a ban on Arab 
oil; establishment of "a fair and equitable 
system of allocation and rationing;" and an of- 
ficial government policy that would make 
clear to any nation threatening an embargo 
against the U.S. that this country would 
retaliate with econonomic counter measures.

Miami, Fla. (AP)-One of the fathers of televi- 


sion is disillusioned with his offspring. He says the 
best part about it is the on-off switch. 


Unlike his invention, 85-year-old Dr. Vladimir 


Zworykin's name is not a household word. 


Modern TV combined the ideas and research of 


many men, but the Russian-born Zworykin is 
credited with being the first to recognize that an 
electronic system, rather than a mechanical one, 
should be used. It was under Zworykin's direction 


that the system was perfected at the laboratories of 
Radio Corporation of America. 


"Television is in its infancy," he said in a 


weekend interview. "I don't mean technologicajly, I 
mean socially. 


"Television couid be of terrific value for human 


purposes. It could help bring world peace. But it is 
not used that way. There is too much violence, too 
much crime. 


"People are hypnotized by it. They look at it all 


the time. It's contaminating our society." 


Schools Should Shore Up 
Family, Home, Bell Says

Dallas, Tex. — Education 


Commissioner Terrel H. Bell 
Sunday called for schools to 
begin "outreach efforts to 
strengthen and revitalize" the 
family, the home and the 
neighborhood, which he said are 
"in deep trouble today." 


Bell said he fears the "inner 


power" that crushed the Depres- 
sion and won World War n "is 
being eaten away" by sensuous 
living, "misplaced" materialistic 
values and personal greed. 


'We're Spoiled' 


"As a people, we are spoiled 


by our affluence," Bell said. 
People who place money above 
marriage are "preoccupied with 
chrome" rather than children. 


"We need new will and inner 


toughness" that will require 
sacrifices many Americans are 
unwilling to make, Bell said. 


And to replace the "immature 


thinking that leads us to believe 
we can have more as a people 
than we are willing to produce," 
Bell said "Americans should em- 
brace values that hold lasting joy 
and promise." 


Bell suggested, "Our great dis- 


content is more a mass obsession 
for an easy, affluent life than it is 
a problem of much suffering and 
deprivation. And this obsession 
is touching the lives of the 
children we are striving to 
teach," resulting in a "profound 
impact on education." 


'Schools Need Support' 


Bell told almost 16,000 


members of the American 
Association of School Ad- 
ministrators that schools cannot 
educate children "without the 
solid support and backing of the 
families, the homes and the 
communities." 


Problems in school, he said, 


are rooted in the nation's 
problems.

"I suggest that the fundamen- 


tal challenge in our society," he 
said, "is to take care of our 
necessities and give up a few — 
but not all — of our luxuries, 
whether we want to or not." 


Bell urged education leaders 


to "do a better job of teaching 
values and of expounding the 
fundamental truths" in 
American economy and govern- 
ment, as well as "systematically 
redefining the roles and func- 
tions of our schools." 


New Role Suggested 


He suggested a new role for 


the neighborhood elementary 
school as a child development 
center. 


"The first five years of life are 


vital" to a child's makeup, he 
said. 


Health and welfare agencies 


should use a school as a source 
of services, and schools could 
assist in early diagnostic 
screening and treatment of 
health and social problems. 


Bell also urged schools to 


teach parents of preschool-age 
children the fundamentals of 
home-based incidental teaching, 
and deliver services to the 
homes such as toy lending 
libraries, books and other in- 
structional materials. 


Unless schools attract parents 


as educational partners, Bell 
said, parents' effectiveness will 
continue to decrease.

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Norfolk Site Chosen 
For Work Release

The State Department of Correctional 


Services will open a work release center 
in Norfolk by the end of March, State 
Corrections Director Joseph Vitek said in 
a recent interview. 


The center will be in a now-vacant 


building at the Norfolk Regional Center, 
and correctional officials hope to have up 
to 30 men participating in work and 
educational release programs there by 
September. 


It will be the fourth work release center 


opened since the program began in 1967 
and will be financed by a grant from the 
Nebraska Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment and Criminal Justice. Other centers 
are located in Lincoln, Omaha and 
Sidney. 


Brien E. Hendrickson, director of post 


care programs, said Norfolk was chosen 
as the site because it offers the Northeast 
Nebraska Technical Community College 
and a good business climate. 


Employers Contacted 


Hendrickson said contacts have been 


made with Norfolk area employers con- 
cerning jobs for work release inmates. 


Staff for the center, including a coor- 


dinator, counsellor^ five supervisors and a 
driver, has been hired and are being 
trained, Hendrickson said. 


The initial group of inmates sent to the 


center will be students, who will be 
followed by workers who will "most 
likely" be from the Norfolk area, Hen- 
drickson said. 


The Norfolk center will bring the total 


number of inmates participating in work 
or educational release programs to 
roughly 130. 


Centers May Open 


By the end of 1976, state corrections 


plans call for 200 inmates to be involved 
in the programs. Hendrickson said that 
means another center or two will have to 
be opened, possibly in Grand Island or 
Hastings, and another center in Omaha. 


Hendrickson said the work and 


educational release programs' purpose is 
to show the inmate close to parole "that 
working for a living is better than 


whatever he was doing before." 


"We trying to get them back on the 


street in steps," he said. 


"We give them a set of opportunities — 


a decent environment and an opportunity 
to pay their own way — that will benefit 
them if they take advantage," he said. 


Inmates are placed on the work and 


educational release programs after 
careful screening has determined they 
will benefit from the experience and will 
not be a risk to the community. Work 
release inmates must be approved by the 
State Parole Board. 


Half And Half 


"It's a tough Me," Hendrickson said. 


"They're half inmate and half Chilian." 


For instance, work release inmates 


must return to the center immediately 
after work. They are checked hourly by 
supervisors while in the center. "They 
jhave very little outside activity," Hen- 
drickson said. 


"It's not a halfway house. To me a 


halfway house means they can come and 
go as they please. There aren't any bars 
on the windows, but there is a degree of 
security," he said. 


Henrickson said roughly one of every 


five in the work and educational release 
programs "blows it" and has to be 
returned to the State Penal Complex. 


Alcohol Problem 


The biggest reason inmates fail to 


succeed on the work release program is 
alcohol — an inmate goes out for a beer 
over his lunch or smuggles a bottle into 
the center. 


"If we could get rid of alcohol, we 


would have a damn near perfect 
program. We use antabuse," he said. 


Only once, he said, has a work release 


inmate committed a crime and been 
returned to the Penal Complex. 


"I run a very strict program," Hen- 


dnckson said. 


The average inmate spends two to eight 


months on work release, while 
educational release inmates generally 
spend a longer period in the centers. 


"We have one inmate who's on a four- 


year program at the University (of 
Nebraska)," he said. 


Collapse Of Bridge 
Throws Cars In River 


Siloam, N.C. (UPI) — A rural, one-lane 


bridge over the Yadkin River collapsed 
Sunday night throwing several cars into 
the river, authorities said. 


A spokesman for the Yadkin County 


sheriff's office said, "There are two or 
three cars in the river." Other police 
sources indicated as many as five cars 
may have fallen into the river. 


All available rescue units in Yadkin and 


Surry Counties were dispatched to the 
scene about 20 miles northwest of 
Winston-Salem in northwest North 
Carolina. Units from neighboring areas 
were being called in. 


There was no immediate report on in- 


juries, but a spokesman at the Surry 
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County rescue squad said it was thought 
several persons had been injured. He 
could provide no details. 


The rescue worker said search and 


rescue boats were being deployed into the 
nver which at that point, on the Surry- 
Yadkin County line, was quite deep. 


Mrs. Katie Smith, who lives near the 


bridge, said a middle portion of the struc- 
ture collapsed and "they thought four or 
five cars was down in there." 


The bridge was about 300 feet long and 


stood about 24 to 30 feet over the river, 
she said. 


Lincoln Man Found Dead

By Hanging At Penitentiary

A Lincoln man being examined at the 


Nebraska State Penitentiary was found 
dead in his cell by hanging Sunday after- 
noon. 


John Henderson Jenkins, 22, was un- 


dergoing evaluation to determine 
whether he should be committed to the 
Penal Complex, the Nebraska Regional 
Center or released on probation. 


The body was found by a guard during 


a regular cell check. 


Associate Warden James Shadduck said 


it would be up to the Lancaster County at- 
torney to determine whether it was a 
suicide but Shadduck said suicide was in- 
dicated. 


Jenkins was placed in the Penitentiary 


Jan. 3 after he was convicted of stealing 
an auto in Lancaster County. He was 
committed for a 90-day evaluation period. 
Then he was scheduled to return to Lan- 
caster District Court for final decision on 
where he should be sent. 


Jenkins' death is the third apparent 


suicide in the past four months at the 
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Penitentiary, according to Warden 
Robert Parratt. He was undergoing psy- 
chiatric evaluation by Dr. Jack Anderson, 
a psychiatrist and former head of the 
Department of Institutions. 


Parratt said Anderson had examined 


Jenkins Feb. 6 to' determine whether 
Jenkins should be sent to the Regional 
Center but the evaluation had not been 
completed. 


Parratt said Anderson "has been 


evaluating some inmates who may have 
acute mental problems for possible 
transfer to the Regional Center." 


Jenkins was housed in the adjustment 


center, the Penitentiary's maximum 
security unit commonly referred to as 
"the hole" by inmates. 


Shadduck said persons undergoing 


evaluation are normally placed in a 
dormitory-like reception area, but that 
Jenkins had been transferred to the 
maximum security unit and placed in a 
single cell "because he apparently had 
some trouble getting along" with the 
other men. 
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firms Want Off Arab Blacklist

CAIRO (AP) - Calling the 


economic boycott of Israel one 
of the "most strategic weapons" 
in the Arab arsenal. Com- 
missioner General Mohammed 
Mahgoub opened a lOday con- 
ference of the Boycott of Israel 
organization on Sunday to 
review requests from 60 firms to 
be removed from the blacklist. 


The blacklist includes Ford 


Motor'Co., Revlon lipsticks and 
Coca Cola. Ford President Lee 
lacocca recently made a two- 
week fact-finding visit to the 
Middle East and said in a 
copyright article in Sunday's 
Detroit News he was hopeful the 
12-year boycott of Ford products 
would be eased. But he said 


Ford would continue to do 
business with Israel. 


lacocca also urged the United 


States to use "all the resources 
at its command" to break the 
Arab oil cartel that has sent oil 
prices skyrocketing. "Cartels are 
vicious and exist only long 
enough to be broken," he said. 
"That should be our final objec- 
tive." 


In addition to companies, the 


Arab boycott list includes movie 
actors such as Paul Newman and 
Elizabeth Taylor and singers 
Frank Sinatra and Harry 
Belafonte — all taboo because of 
the help they have given Israeli 
causes such as bond drives in the 
United States. 


In a keynote speech at Arab 


League headquarters 
to 


representatives from 17 states 
with boycott offices, Mahgoub 
said the recent furor over Arab 
exclusion of 
Jewish-owned 


banks from international money 
market deals was a demonstra- 
tion of the organization's 
strength. 


The semi-official Cairo 


newspaper Al Ahram said before 
dealing with its agenda the con- 
ference would consider issuing a 
statement clarifying its stand on 
the banking issue.

Civilians Killed 


Neak Luong — Because the shelling and 


shooting by the Communist-led insurgents 
are blind, there are always more civilian 
casualties than military losses in this isolated 
town on the Mekong River, about 38 miles 
southeast of the Cambodian capital of 
Phnom Penh. There is no evacuation plan 
for the 30,000 civilians, mostly refugees from 
the countryside. They spend most of their 
daily lives underground — in sandbagged 
bunkers, in trenches under their stilted 
houses, or deep inside partly destroyed 
buildings, but still the shells and bullets find 
them. 


Cambodia Would Fall 


Washington — Secretary of Defense 


Schlesmger said in a television interview that 
Cambodia would "absolutely" fall to the 
Communists if Congress did not provide the 
$222 million in military aid requested by the 
administration. In the strongest terms used 
so far in public by an administration official 
in justifying the need for additional funds for 
the Cambodian government, he said the loss 
of Cambodia would be "a foreign polity dis- 
aster" for the United States. 


Joint Unit To Meet 


Washington — The joint United States- 


Saudi Arabian Economic Commission will 


hold its meeting Wednesday and Thursday 
here amid official hopes that it will restore 
some of the luster to a special relationship. 
The meeting is expected to result in formal 
approval of technical assistance for 
vocational training, establishment of a scien- 
tific center in Saudi Arabia and the develop- 
ment of water resources to enable the Saudi 
Arabian agriculture to expand. 


Education Shifts 


Sacramento — California is making an in- 


tense effort to shift the preponderance of its 
educational resources toward the very young 
on the ground that it is better to diagnose 
and correct learning problems during a 
child's first years in school than provide cost- 
ly remedial programs later. This may force 
some fundamental rethinking of American 
schooling, which traditionally has spent 
more money on older pupils than beginners. 
Iowa In Recession 


Des Moines — Iowa, which has been a 


prosperous farming state, has had the 
lowest unemployment rate in the nation, but 
now it is caught in the deepening recession. 
There are increasing layoffs, shortened work 
weeks and plant closings, affecting some of 
the country's biggest industries. "It seems 
we're catching up with the rest of the coun- 
try," a state official said.

Mahgoub charged "Zionist in- 


formation media" with stirring 
an uproar over participation of 
certain banks in^Arab in- 
vestments and said "this shows 
that Israel has become conscious 
of its isolation and the siege we 
have imposed and hopes to free 
itself by using deceptive 
means." 


He repeated denials that the 


boycott, begun in 1952 and en- 
forced with varying degrees of 
effectiveness, is religious or 
racial. 


"We don't differentiate 


between one race or nationality 
and the other," he said. "A com- 
pany is blacklisted because it 
plays a role in helping Israel's 
economic, industrial or military 
efforts ... 


"To prove my point there are 


many firms owned by Jews that 
operate freely in the Arab world 
while there are others owned by 
Moslems or Christians that are 
blacklisted because they deal 
with Israel." 


Mahgoub challenged "Zionist 


propagandists" to name a single 
firm blacklisted solely because it 
is Jewish-owned. 


Mahgoub said he hoped the 


Arab boycott would become 
more powerful and more effec- 
tive in helping achieve "total vic- 
tory of the Arabs." 


On the conference agenda are 


documents from some 60 firms, 
he said, showing they have 
ended dealings with Israel. 


"But there are more than 200 


firms that have requested to be 
removed," he continued. "We 
have asked them to present 
more documents showing that 
they severed relations with 
Israel and we will consider then- 
status later. This proves how 
effective the Arab boycott has 
become." 


Enlistment Term 
To fie Extended

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Enlistments in the armed ser- 
vices will soon be extended to 
three years, Defense Secretary 
James R. Schlesinger said Sun- 
day. 


Appearing on ABC's "Issues 


and Answers," Schlesinger said: 


"In the next week I plan to in- 


dicate to the services that they 
should phase out the two-year 
enlistment and by the turn of the 
fiscal year they should be plan- 
ning that all enlistments be three 
years or longer." 


The fiscal year ends June 30. 
"In this way," Schlesinger 


added, "I think that we can cut 
down on personnel cost to some 
extent and improve the 
readiness and capability of the 
military establishment." 


Schlesinger said he could not 


specify the amount of money 
that could be saved. 


But he said the primary advan- 


tage would be availability of 
men for service for a longer 
period after their training is 
completed. 


On two-year enlistment, after 


training, men are available for 
only about one year of service, 
Schlesinger said 


On arms sales, Schlesinger 


said such sales help the United 
States establish relationships 
with various countries. 


Asked if it is advisable to sell 


arms to Middle East nations in 
view of comments that the 
United States might, in the event 
of economic strangulation, go to 
war with some of these nations, 
he said he thinks there is very lit- 
tle likelihood of such an oc- 
.currence. 


Schlesinger said he opposes a 


proposal by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., to impose a 
six month embargo on arms 
sales. 


This would only encourage 


friendly nations to buy arms 
from other sources, he said. He 
noted that some time ago 
Congress imposed an arms limit 
on South America with the result 
that there is now a steady flow of 
French and Soviet weapons to 
those countries. 


"The tendency, of many in the 


United States today is to disap- 
prove of what's going on in the 
external world and show our dis- 
approval by cutting ourselves 
off. In the long run, in fact in the 
short run, that is a disastrous 
policy," Schlesinger said. 


Responding to Schlesinger, 


Kennedy issued a statement 
saying that "the truly disastrous 
policy would be to sell arms —

— without a clear understanding 
of U. S. interests in the Persian 
Gulf." 


Toll Hits 27 In Norway Train Crash

Alabama Tornado Kills One, Injures 46

One person died and 46 were 


injured Sunday when a tornado 
ripped through a motel and 
restaurant in Tuscaloosa, Ala. 
The National Guard was called 
out to guard against looting in 
damaged buildings. 


A tornado touched down eight 


miles west of Douglasville, Ga., 
late Sunday afternoon, damaging 
about 15 homes and downing 
power lines, according to the 
Georgia patrol. There were no 
reports of injuries. 


Meanwhile hundreds were 


homeless in southwestern and 
south-central Oklahoma in the 
wake of a violent storm Saturday 
that spewed out tornadoes ac-

Four persons were killed and 


125 injured in the Oklahoma 
storm, and one person died in a 
tornado near Little Rock, Ark., 
Saturday. 


In the Alabama storm, a 


spokesman for Druid City 
Hospital said Thelma Hill, 23, of 
Tuscaloosa died when the 
twister slammed into the motel 
in the early afternoon. 


Hospital spokesman D.O. 


McClusky said three of the in- 
jured were admitted to the 
hospital, and one was in surgery 
Sunday afternoon. The others 
were listed in either good or fair 
condition. 


A spokesman for the National 


Guard said 40 to 50 members of 
the 31st Armor Brigade in the 
western Alabama city were 
called up to guard against 
looting. 


Telephone and electrical lines 


fell, sparking some fires in rural 
Tuscaloosa County. 


Elsewhere in Alabama, high 


winds, some reported to be tor- 
nadoes, tore roofs from 
buildings and caused other 
minor damage. 


The National Weather Service 


said an extremely deep trough of 
cold air in the upper levels of the 
atmosphere moved into the state 
and collided with moisture-laden 
warm air in the lower levels. 


The weather service said .this 


combination touched off the 
severe thunderstorms and tor- 
nadoes. Monday's forecast called 


for an end to the rain and con- 
siderably cooler temperatures. 


Last April, savage tornadoes 


swept through Alabama, killing 
more than 80 persons and 
causing millions of dollars of 
damage. 


National Guard units 


remained at Duncan and Altus, 
Okla., the communities hit 
hardest by Saturday's predawn 
twisters, to assist in rescue 
operations and to guard against 
looting. 


Damage* was estimated 


between $6 to $8 million alone in 
Duncan, where 17 mobile homes 
were destroyed and 3,900 houses 
were either demolished or 
damaged heavily enough to force 
their occupants to stay 
elsewhere Saturday night. 
Another 4,000 houses received 
minor to moderate damage. 


One official said damage could 


go beyond the $10 million mark. 


Some parts of Duncan and 


Altus remained without power 
and telephone communication 
early Sunday. 


"We've got emergency crews 


and shelters operating in the 
stricken areas, but telephone 
lines are down in some places 
and we can't make contact," 
said Sheila Dahmer, of the Red 
Cross in Oklahoma City. 


Disaster officials surveying the 


rubble at Altus said 23 trailers 
were destroyed, 54 were 
damaged and 200 homes were 
damaged. 


Gov. 
David Boren said a 


federal team was en route to 
Oklahoma to investigate a 


request that the area be declared 
a major disaster area. 


A mother and her son were 


killed when the tornado, 
followed by heavy snow, hit the 
Altus area. They were identified 
as Mrs. Angelia Daigle and her 
son, Kenneth, 9. 


The storm also killed 2-year- 


old Jason Ney when a tornado 
demolished a trailer home at 
Mountain Park, about 24 miles 
east of Altus. 


At Duncan, Rebecca L. Hand, 


58, died in a tornado-related fire 
at her home, the Oklahoma 
Highway Patrol said. 


Authorities said the storm 


claimed a fifth victim later 
Saturday. Henry Fast, 70, died of 
an apparent heart attack while 
shoveling snow at his home in 
Fairview in north central 
Oklahoma. 


The Pulaski County sheriff's 


office identified the victim of the 
Arkansas tornadoes as Michael 
Gregory Matthews, 24, who was

found Saturday night near a 
demolished mobile home in 
North Little Rock. 


"We have no reports of any 


persons missing, but since entire 
houses have been destroyed its 
possible that an entire family 
could have been wiped out," a 
sheriff's spokesman said Sunday. 


He said there was no estimate 


of damage, most of which was 
confined to the Little Rock area. 


The twisters, which cut across 


the state Saturday, destroyed or 
damaged about 175 homes, said 
Joe Webb, a Red Cross 
spokesman. 


Dozens of motorists were 


stranded Saturday night and 
Sunday in northern Oklahoma as 
the massive storm system 
dumped ice and heavy snow on 
highways. 


Saturday, one official said: "One 
factor we cannot exclude in our 
investigations is the low 
southern sun shining directly 
against the signal lights ... 
Theoretically a low sun against 
traffic signals can cause 
problems in observing the 
lights." 


Police identified the dead 


American as George Lorenzo 
Goodman and said he was a 
native of North Carolina but did 
not know his home town. They 
said his last residence was 
Munich, West Germany. 


Officials identified the 


Norwegian legislator as Toennes 


M. Andenaes, a member of 
Parliament since 1969. He was a 
member of the Nordic Council 
and a coeditor of a journal for 
authors and publishers. 


Officials said the engineers 


were not among the dead 
because they jumped from their 
cabs seconds before the colli- 
sion. 


The state railway said the 27 


were killed instantly when a 
southbound train 
from 


Trondheim to Oslo collided with 
a northbound tram from Oslo to 
Aandalsenes. 


"Twelve of those killed were 


found Saturday night," a railway 


spokesman said. "The 15 others 
killed were not found and freed 
from a completely smashed car 
until early Sunday. 


"They were in the second 


passenger car on the southbound 
train. This car was buried and 
smashed under another com- 
bined luggage and mail car. That 
was the reason why it took so 
long to determine the exact 
number of victims." 


An investigation was launched 


to determine the cause of the 
crash outside the Tretten 
railway station north of 
Lillehammer, 130 miles north of 
Oslo.

Quality Marks 
Chamber Music

The Nebraska 
Chamber 


Orchestra made its debut here 
over the weekend in a concert 
marked with a very high quality 
of musicianship — a quality that 
leads to a hope the group will be 
able to continue and to enlarge 
its audience. 


The new group, made up 


largely of Lincoln instrumental 
teachers, most of them con- 
nected with the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln and Nebraska 
Wesleyan, and conducted by 
Omaha Symphony Conductor 
Yuri Krasnapolsky, will 
duplicate Saturday night's 
program in a concert at 
Creighton University in Omaha 
Thursday. 


From the first note, the 


orchestra displayed a full, rich 
sound as Krasnapolsky led it sur- 
ely through a brisk reading of J. 
S Bach's Brandenburg Concerto 
No 3 in G for Strings. 


The richness of the total sound 


and the dynamic conducting by 
Krasnapolsky continued through 
selections by Bloch, Wagner and 
Milhaud, displaying both the 
group's ability to handle a varie- 
ty of types of music and the very 
high level of individual perfor- 
mance. 


Lush, Romantic Piece 


The Bloch was a Concerto 


Grosso for String Orchestra and 
Pianoforte, a lush, romantic 
piece in four movements which 
provided a good chance to watch 
the conductor's dynamic direc- 
tion and hear the orchestra's 
quick and sure response to that 
direction 


Gary Lewis on the piano did a 


nice job particularly in blending 
the sound of his dominant instru- 
ment with the total sound of the 
orchestra, his notes soaring out 
over the other instruments only 
at appropriate places. 


Particularly rewarding was 


the closing fugue, which was 
opened by the violas joined one- 
by-one by the second violins, 
then cellos, then first violins, 
then piano 


After intermission the 38-piece 


group slimmed its numbers to a 
baker's dozen for the original 
version of Richard Wagner's 
Siegfried Idyl, performed as 
Wagner composed and con- 


ducted it, as a chamber work for 
his wife's birthday. 


Delicacy Allowed 


The small group allowed a 


delicacy of approach not possi- 
ble when the music is per- 
formed, as it usually is, by a 
much larger orchestra. This was 
chamber music at its best, each 
of the 13 instruments an in- 
dividual voice to be heard and 
noted and at the same time a 
part of the total ensemble. 
Concertmaster Arnold Schatz' 
sweet tones stood him in par- 
ticularly good stead here. 


The concert closed with La 


Creation Du Monde by Darius 
Milhaud, a 20th Century com- 
poser who made this an often 
Gershwinesque number reflec- 
ting his experiences with jazz. 


The orchestra 
performed 


again with a sound that was big 
in volume and lush but with the 
clarity of individual voices — a 
mark of really good chamber 
orchestra work. Robert Fought 
made the saxaphone, often a 
crude and hardly musical instru- 
ment, into a delight of mellow 
tone throughout the piece. 


One could mention other out- 


standing performances, but the 
list would be too long. The fact is 
that scarcely one of the 38 
members did not make his 
presence felt as an individual in 
addition to doing his part for the 
total sound. 


Individuals Shine 


One of the nice things about 


chamber work is that it allows 
individuals to shine, and one of 
the nice things about the 
Nebraska Chamber Orchestra is 
that the individuals are so 
capable that their individual 
moments are moments of un- 
iformly high-quality perfor- 
mance. 


The orchestra was presented 


by the Lincoln Friends of 
Chamber Music and the univer- 
sity's Kimball Recital Hall with 
the support of a grant from the 
Nebraska Arts Council and the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts 


With continued support, this is 


the kind of group that could 
greatly enhance the enjoyment 
of music in Nebraska and that 
could, if allowed a wider 
audience, bring its own measure 
of recognition to the state.

Dallas, Tex. — "Push-out has 


become a more potent word 
than dropout," Carl T. Rowan 
said Sunday, calling on the 
nation's educators to "show an 
extra measure of compassion" 
for underpriviledged children. 


Too often, Rowan said, ad- 


ministrators decide school "is 
not the place" for a child who is 
poor, pregnant, not smart 
enough, too smart, or who 
speaks no English. 


Because students are 


"different, or have handicaps 
that make them more trouble to 
educate than the average 
student," he said, they are "en- 
couraged to drop out or are 
separated out." 


A nationally syndicated 


newspaper columnist and radio- 
television commentator, Rowan 
told the American Association of 
School Administrators that con- 
duct since 1965 by public school 
officials doesn't exemplify the 
principles that are taught. 


Rowan, 48, who served as U.S.* 


ambassador to Finland after 13 
years as a reporter and foreign 
correspondent, said two million 
American children aged 7 to 17 


"on the road to degredation and 
despair." 


But school 
administrators 


would "split their Victorian 
spleen," he said, before they'd 
abandon barriers to educational 
opportunities for an uncouth or 
troublesome student, or dismiss 
their disgust for an unclean 
child. 


Rowan, awarded 24 honorary 


degrees, said while he values the 
system, "There are few things I 
fear more than public 
education," justifiably under 
"unprecedented attack." 


To attain trouble-free schools, 


administrators can push out or 
expel youngsters, he said, and 
"can later condemn them as 
welfare bums" or "criminal 
animals." 


The former U.S. Information 


Agency director noted the recent 
Supreme Court decision 
guaranteeing a hearing to 
explain the reasons before a 
school expels a child. He also 
recalled that the Gallup poll 
since 1970 has shown discipline 
as the No. 1 problem in 
America's schools. 


However, school districts are 


still polarized, Rowan said: One 
in South Carolina has declared 
school is a privilege and students 


con- 


form to a strict behavior code, 
while Massachusetts -considets 
school a student right. 


The former United Nations 


diplomat said he suspects the 
courts will increasingly award 
children rights not unlike those 
for adults. 


And the public is "spilling in- 


tellectual blood" over the 
schools' attempts to deal .with 
challenges such as religious 
pressures or sex education, he 
said. 


Minorities, the poor, the dis- 


advantaged had "better get busy 
trying to save" the public school 
system. Rowan said, because the ' 
"problems are going to deepen" 
under America's economic 
woes. 


"People at the lower end of 


the totem pole can make 
progress only in good times," 
said Rowan, a black who grew 
up in abject poverty in 
Tennessee. He said if schools 
allow the poor fewer learning 
chances, that "kills dreams and 
forecloses horizons." 


Rowan, of Washington, D.C., 


said he doesn't object to hard 
work and studying required of 
youngsters in need, but sub- 
mitted they must first have that 
opportunity.

More Ice Than Fire 


Solness is portrayed by Jim

mirable and his readings often 
good, the lack of variety in vocal 
pattern and sheer physical 
stolidity will not allow the belief 
that this man will climb the 
tower and speak to his god. 


Among those whose lives 


Solness has misshapen, three are 
employed by him Knut Brovik, 
a former employer of Solness, is 
portrayed effectively by Stephen 
Shelley. Although the character

The Remaking Of A Senator 


Holding power, we suggest, is not 


always a picnic. 


In the democratic system we confer 


more than honor on our representatives; 
there is obligation as well. There is the 
obligation, not always accepted, to act in 
the public, rather than private, interest. It 
may sound naive, but few people will 
doubt that is one of the theories behind the 
system. 


When a person accepts the mantle of 


executive or legislative or judicial authority 
it's a whole new ball game. When conduc- 
ting the public's business, personal 
friendships are bound to be tested, often 
strained, and, regrettably, sometimes lost. 


That is one of the prices of ambition. 


It is with that in mind that we note 


Lincoln Sen. Wally Barnett's concern that a 
proposed lobbyist reporting bill might 
affect personal friendships between 
senators and lobbyists. True friendship, the 
wisdom of the ages holds, will stand up to 


mere law. 


What matters is that important princi- 


ple is not sacrificed on the alter of 
friendship. 


The principle underlying the lobbyist 


reporting bill, LB261, sponsored by Sen. 
John Cavanaugh of Omaha, is that the 
public has a right to know about what in- 
fluences are brought to bear on the for- 
mulation of public policy. The bill, says 
Cavanaugh, does not suggest that lobbyists 
are corrupt; what it does instead is 
acknowledge that they are influential. 


As of this moment we're uncertain as 


to what is the best and fairest means of 
tracing the influences that help to shape 
policy decisions. But we're convinced that 
the public's right has to be protected. 


It is something legislators should face 


up to, friendships aside. 


And senators are advised that if their 


favority lobbyist is upset about it, buy him 
a drink. If he can stand the shock. 


Attack On Blight 


One of the more laudable programs 


government has conceived will be ad- 
ministered locally through the city's Com- 
munity Development Department while a 
companion effort is undertaken by the Lin- 
coln Housing Authority. It is the rehabilita- 
tion of deteriorating housing. 


A combination of federal and local 


dollars will soon start to flow into the Clin- 
ton area and future plans call for citywide 
repair programs aimed at improving sub- 
standard or deteriorating dwelling units 
that are considered suitable for rehabilita- 
tion. 


Under the program, homeowners may 


qualify for direct grants or low-interest 
loans, depending on thier income status. 
Local banks and lending institutions are 
cooperating in the venture. 


In compiling a housing assistance plan 


which will be submitted to federal officials 
as a conditoin for receiving rehabilitation 
dollars, the Community 
Development 


Department has identified 8,336 substan- 


dard occupied dwelling units and some 1,- 
200 unoccupied substandard dwelling units 
in Lincoln. Of those, 7,006 are suitable for 
rehabilitation. 


It is somewhat paradoxical that the 


city identifies substandard homes for the 
purpose of fixing them up while it iden- 
tifies substandard downtown property for 
the purpose of tearing it down, but, then, 
capriciousness is a trait of government. 


Nonetheless, the housing repair 


program is the type of renewal most people 
can accept. It allows them to themselves 
improve their own property with 
government's help. In many cases it will 
help them to hang on to what's dear to 
them and at the same time the im- 
provements will have a lasting salutary 
effect on their daily lives. 


The benefit to the community is ob- 


vious. In helping to eliminate blight, the 
housing repair program is a highly visible 
and beneficial investment.

Just so you know what's going on: 
There are some bills awaiting action in the 


Legislature which could cost you (collectively) 
tens of millions of dollars over a period of time. 


No, not tax bills Interest rate bills. 
Maybe that's all right with you and, if so, 


it's no big deal. 


In a hearing which lasted nearly four hours, 


only one person — Dave Piester, an attorney 
with the Legal Aid Society of Lincoln — showed 
up to testify against one of the bills, the one 
which would increase the price of small loans 
for poor and lower middle income people, or 
those with a shaky credit rating. 


If that bill is enacted, any installment loan 


of more than $1,000 will cost you more. 


Another bill would take the interest rate 


ceiling off installment loans, personal loans 
from banks, credit union loans and real estate 
transactions, allowing the lender to charge you 
any amount he can get you to agree to. 


That may increase the cost of your next 


home, your next vacation, your new furniture or 
stove or refrigerator or television set, your next 
car — depending on how you choose to finance 
those purchases.

Another bill would increase the so-called 


"usury rate," an'd its enactment might 
(emphasize might) cost you more for the next 
home purchase. 


Since that bill requires the lender to include 


discount points as part of the interest charge, 
the word "might" is important. 


Lenders, in effect, now exceed the usury 


limit by charging discount points on the top of 
the interest rate. The discount is paid to the 
lender to secure the loan.

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Another bill which doesn't affect many of 


us would remove the interest rate ceiling on 
charges to customers by brokers for credit used 
to purchase securities. Not many of us play in 
that league. 


Okay, see how those bills might affect your 


billfold? 


The lenders contend that the price of 


money in the marketplace has exceeded the 9% 
usury limit imposed by law in Nebraska. The 
prime rate reached 12% at one time last year, 


the small society 


although it has now fallen back to the 9% figure. 
Some banks have dropped it to 8Vz%. 


The lenders say they cannot continue to 


loan money or provide credit at current rates — 
and that, the small loan companies say, includes 
their much higher rates which now range from 
30% to 12%. 


That means, they say, that you may not be 


able to obtain a loan in the future. 


One of the questions we need to consider I 


think, is whether we should even want a loan at 
interest rates higher than those already 
authorized, whether we can really afford to pay 
more for a house or a car or a stove or for 
borrowed money to help us over a tight spot. 


Perhaps money is too costly to borrow at 


those rates. 


Rather than denying us credit, they may be 


denying us the opportunity to go under finan- 
cially.

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Maybe we ought to wait for the price of 


money to come down where we can afford it 
and hold off on easily deferred purchases until it 
does. 


Of course, that's a frightening thing to say 


when the economy is in deep recession. If we 
hold off on purchases, the effect on economic 
growth, employment, profits needed for future 
investments, on prosperity itself, could be 
damaging. 


But we shouldn't be expected to purchase 


economic prosperity for the country by 
mortgaging our future to the lenders. Sorry, 
guys, you've gotta figure a better way than that. 


The lenders offer us a solution which, in 


effect, says: The answer to the problem of high 
interest rates is to raise interest rates. 


If that answer is satisfactory to you, fine. 


No sweat. No problem. 


If you want borrowed money or credit bad 


enough to pay higher interest rates for it, okay. 
That's what the lenders say. And if they're right, 
then those bills probably have your i 


The public hearing 'on the bills told the 


senators that, with the exception of one witness 
who opposed one bill, the public has no interest 
in, or opposition to, proposals to hike interest 
rates. 


Unless... unless you didn't know anything 


about them.

NOT ONLY TALK* 


WASHINGTON - Sen. Mike Gravel, 


D.-Alaska, is a political huckster's dream 
— youthful, clean-cut good looks, a quick 
charismatic charm,, the future of America 
in his face. 


In 1968, one of the best political 


hucksters, Joe Napolitan, fashioned these 
ingredients into a United States senator. 
Gravel unseated gnarled 81-year-old Sen. 
Ernest Gruening, the father of Alaskan 
statehood — which was a little like 
Robert Redford defeating George 
Washington. 


It was a classic, multi-media campaign. 


Gravel, talking about "the Alaska of 
tomorrow rather than the Alaska of 
yesterday," projected the image that a 
careful survey of the Alaskan electorate 
indicated. 


"The fact that Sen. Omening is 81 years 


old will definitely not be an issue in this 
campaign," proclaimed Gravel piously, 
thereby making it an issue. Yet he was 
careful not to appear too youthful; he 
produced a series of scholarly essays to 
give himself a mature touch. 


The final polish to his image was 


provided in a film biography, "Man for 
Alaska," which Napolitan created, as he 
put it, to bathe the voters "in that nice 
warm glow."

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But Gravel was a bit too slick, too 


flashy, to adjust to the back rooms of the 
Senate. He came across to his colleagues 
as a superficial senator, a political 
skyrocket, who shunned the work ot the 
Senate but basked in its glamour. 


He was attracted to the kleig lights like 


a moth to a flame. In one emotional scene

over the Pentagon Papers, he broke down 
and wept before a barrage of television 
cameras. His absence record, meanwhile, 
was the worst of any healthy senator. 


But now Mike Gravel, re-elected last 


year over a John Birch Society candidate, 
is determined to become a good senator. 
He sought the advice of his aides and got 
back a blunt, confidential assessment 
from his executive assistant, Jerry UdelL 


"As one of our friends recently said," 


wrote Udell, "Mike played at being a 
senator for six years; now it's time for 
him to BE a senator.' 


"Harsh as this evaluation may seem, I 


must substantially agree. This does not 
mean that your first term was without 
merit... But to say that you are 
classified as a 'work horse' by your 
colleagues is far from the truth. 


"The best way to change some of the 


existing attitudes held by many of your 
colleagues concerning your performance 
as a senator," Udell urged, "is through 
participation and attendnace at com- 
mittee meetings... 


"I continue to contend that you are one 


of the most misunderstood men in 
Washington. The publicity-getting issues 
in which you involve yourself and the 
manner in which you handled yourself 
did more to damage your image among 
government and press people than is im- 
aginable ... 


"Adopting the 'work horse' image can 


do more to rectify your flaky image than 
anything else. It will be observed by the 
41 of your colleagues who serve with you 
on your three committees. Their change 
in attitude will not come in direct propor- 
tion to your efforts. It will be a long, slow 
process..." Getting down to specifics, 
Udell advised the senator: "You must get 
in early. This bit of not going to com- 
mittee meetings, canceling all ap- 
pointments on your calendar until 1:30, 
showing up at 1:45 and then working until 
8:00 and 9:00 is ineffective... 


"On the average day, the work of the 


Senate is not done between 1:30-8 '00 p.m. 
It's done between 9:00-10:00 a.m. when 
members prepare for committee 
meetings and 10:00-12:00 when the com- 
mittees meet. 


"On the point of canceling ap- 


pointments, no appointment should be 
cancelled unless the previous appoint- 
ment runs too long. Also we must stop 
accepting invitations and then not 
showing up... 


"Along with the above, we must strive 


for a 100 per cent voting record. As you 
and I discussed before, you gave your op- 
ponent every major issue used against us 
- attendance, tone, taste and style. 


*. * * 


Acknowledging that his boss had 


"politically matured," Udell urged him 
also to ease into the Senate's social life. 
"You needn't get on the social circuit 
seven nights a week but some of! tins 
wouldn't hurt," suggested Udell. "I think 
you should seriously consider one or two 
functions at your home with newly 
elected members of the Senate before 
they get the... 'miss' impression of you. 
We must remember, the Senate is a social 
system far more than it is 'the world's 
greatest deliberative body.'" It was 
Gravel's image that made him a senator. 
Now at the beginning of his second term, 
the goal, in the language of the Udell 
memo, is "to reshape our image." 


Footnote: Gravel told us from 


Anchorage that while he agreed with 
much of the memorandum, it was 
basically the personal feelings of a young 
aide who had been with him only about a 
year. Thus Udell was in nopositionto give 
a judgment on all of Gravel's senatorial 
accomplishments. The senator, commen- 
ting on our earlier column about his 
lifestyle, vigorously denied he was living 
beyond his means, saying that he lives 
modestly compared to many 
Washingtonians. His investments are in 
real estate, he said, because that was his 
field before he came to the Seante.

Frustrating Situation 


Fremont, Neb. 


Newspaper articles for the past few weeks have substan- 


tiated a funding problem at the state level which may cause 
special education departments of Educational Service Units 
(ESU) to become non-functional. Since I am a special education 
employe of an ESU, this predicament has become most 
frustrating. Some may suggest that this frustration stems from a 
concern to maintain employment. However, if we can put the 
personal job issue aside briefly, other important ramifications of 
non-funding will take precedence. 


If I may reflect for a moment, special education in 


Nebraska has been a reactionary movement. Innovative 
programs, leaders in methods, and education for all han- 
dicapped children have not been synonymous with special 
education in Nebraska. For example, programs for learning for 
disabled children, established in many states for years, only now 
are beginning to surface in Nebraska. Nebraska's universities 
offer only token programs in teacher training for learning dis- 
abilities. In fact, one has only to compare course offerings with 
those of universities in other states to realize the contrast. 


The funding problem has created pressure among special 


education ESU personnel to seek employment in other states. It 
is a well-known fact that there is no surplus of special educators 
in this country. If Nebraska loses many of its special education 
personnel, from where will the replacements come? Would not 
this have a negative effect on the overall special education pic- 
ture next year? 


In addition, employe morale is being adversely affected. 


One cannot concentrate on providing top-notch services when 
the job future is in limbo. Special education programs and 
children are forced to compete with the energy-draining effects 
of political maneuvers at the state level. 


Whether the governor, the Legislature, the commissioner of 


education or other involved people can straighten out this fun- 
ding mess remains to be seen. What currently is being seen is 
the strangulation of one of the basic vehicles for delivery of 
special education services in Nebraska: Educational Service 
Units. Special education in Nebraska is being forced backward, 
rather than forward. Can Nebraska afford to continue in this 
direction? This writer thinks not.

dinner party in the suburb of 
Chevy Chase, part of the old 
foreign policy establishment 
came together in a moving and 
courageous display of support 
for one of its embattled 
members, former C LA. Direc- 
tor Richard Helms. 


Among those present were 


Averell Harriman, 
FDR's 


emissary to old Joe Stalin; 
Robert McNamara, LBJ's 
defense secretary; and Henry 
Kissinger, husband of Nelson 
Rockefeller's former foreign 
policy adviser. Tom Braden, 
columnist and former C.I.A. of- 
ficial, was the host. 


Everyone there must have 


known that Helms would soon 
face public disgrace, as Richard 
Kleindienst did, for lying to the 
Senate in the line of duty. Yet 
the old-boy network rallied 
round, as if to remind itself'— 
and the world — that the old 
values were not forgotten, and 
that the new morality would not 
be applied retroactively by men 
who had known the burdens of 
state.

Old-boy networks, by their 


nature, lade away. The power 
vacuum is filled by new-boy 
networks, from a different 
stratum of society and possessed 
of a different view of the world, 
whose members start out in 
creative competition and end, as- 
an old-boy network, in mutual 
self-defense. 


Today's new-boy network has 


begun to gam its identity. From 
the Kennedy office on The Hill 
to Fcfundationville on the 
Potomac, an iron bond has been 
forged through the corridors of 
power. 


The members are mostly in 


their thirties; they go to each 
other's parties and attend each 
other's symposia; they steal 
each other's ideas, write for each 
other's outlets, tout each other's 
bosses, and play musical chairs 
with each other's jobs. 


Who are the new "they"? In 


the halls of Congress. Richard 
Moose operates from the Senate 
.Foreign Relations Committee 
(while his old sidekick, James 
Lowenstem. now testifies for the 
State Department) and the 
levers of Senators Humphrey, 
Kennedy, Javits and Mondale 
are worked by Don Speigel, Bob 
Hunter. Peter Lakeland and 
David Aaron. 


The Capitol Hill segment of 


the new-boy network is envious 
of the sudden eminence of 
member William Miller, now 
executive director of the Senate 
C I A investigation, and worries 
most about the possible 
emergence of non-member 
Richard Pearl, a maverick who 
works on strategic matters for 
"Scoop" Jackson.

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At the Council on Foreign 


Relations, where the old boys try 
desperately to shape the new 
boys in the old image, Richard 
Ullman, Alton Frye and Roger 
Hansen resist the molding. At 
the Brookings Institution, inter- 
national economist' Fred 
Bergsten pauses creatively 
between government stints Also 
orbiting outside government are 
former National Security Coun- 
cil staffers Mort Halpenn (at a 
Stewart Mott-financed project) 
Anthony Lake (running a private 
peace corps) and Roger Morns. 


In the academic branch of the 


network, Harvard is still 
predominant, with Professors 
Graham Allison and Joseph Nye 
closely cued in, Yale is 
represented by Richard Cooper, 
an economist — international 
economics is now a part of the 
strategic combine — and Robert 
Keohane of Stanford stays m 
touch. 


Like the old boys, the new 


boys admire girls but not as 
professional associates. One 
woman who has broken through 
is Doris Kearns, professor of 
government at Harvard; Jessica 
Einhorn, at the Treasury 
Department, and Sally Shelton, 
aide to Senator Bentsen are good 
bets in the future. 


A great difference between 


the old and net networks is in 
the way the members move in 
and out of government. The 
McCloys, Lovetts, Dulleses and 
Achesons would take their sab- 
baticals ID the canyons of finance 
or corporate law, staking out for- 
tunes in the "real" world 
Despite some exceptions — Ed 
Hamilton, Budget Director of 
California, and Barry Carter and 
Walter Slocombe. Washington 
attorneys — the new boys only 
leave 
government 
for 


government-like foundations or 
universities.

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Such academic shelter keeps 


the mind focused on foreign 
policy issues, perhaps too 
parochially. Much perspective 
can be gained by hustling for a 
buck with dignity and panache 
and no power studies are as 
revealing as the practice of high- 
stakes finance pursued by a 
David Rockefeller or the cor- 
porate representation of a Clark 
Clifford 


The old network was fused by 


World War II. The new network 
was fused by the Vietnam war 
and often service in a 
wiretapped N S C , which helps 
explain its members' cynicism. 
The difference in character 
between age and youth shapes 
network attitudes as well. There 
is plenty of room just past the 
top, and hardly room enough for 
a foothold halfway up 


The new boys have not yet suf- 


fered the pangs of compromise, 
and yet are disillusioned; the old 
boys have frequently felt the 
pain of selling out, yet hold fast 
to their illusions. 


In its way, each network helps 


its members, a generation from 
now, we can expect the new boys 
to assemble — perhaps in the

Gun Did Not Fire 


Omaha (AP)-One of two 


Omaha policemen shot during 
Friday's Shootout with three 
robbery suspects says his 
shotgun did not fire when he 
tried to shoot his assailant. 


Russell Wolf, who was listed 


in good condition at an Omaha 
hospital Sunday, said he was 
shot moments after one of the 
three suspects in the robbery of 
a Hinky Dinky supermarket had 
shot and killed Michael Kellogg, 
21, of Omaha. 


Wolf said he encountered the 


suspect after 
Kellogg was 


felled. Police could give no cer- 
tain explanation for the gun not 
firing. 


One of the three suspects was 


killed in the shootout. He was 
identified as Donald D. Fread, 
28, a native of Litchfield, who 
had his number at the Nebraska 
Penal Complex tatooed on his 
arm. 


The tatoo led to his identi- 


fication as an inmate who was 
released last March after serving 
a sentence for rape. 


He was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Robert Fread, who farm 
near Litchfield. He was one of 
seven children. 


Police believe Fread was 


driving the car which sped from 
the store with two other 
suspects. 


It was the first time a suspect 


had been killed with hollow- 
point bullets by Omaha police. 


Kellogg was killed when he 


joined police in an effort to cap- 
ture the gunmen 


The man Wolf believes shot 


him was identified Sunday by 
fingerprint records in South Da- 
kota as John Rust, 23 of Mit- 
chell, S. D. He had given his 
name as John DeWitt 


Rust also is recovering at an 


Omaha hospital and his condi- 
tion was reported Sunday as fair. 


The third suspect is Ronald 


Ell, 29, also of Mitchell. 


Two policemen suffered mi- 


nor injuries in the Shootout 


Dick Dragoun, president of 


the Fraternal Order of Police, 
said his organization had of- 
fered a civilian a full police fu- 
neral, apparently for the first 
time in Omaha history. 


He said police would pay for 


all funeral expenses, have honor 
guards and a firing squad pre- 
sent, and patrolmen would serve 
as pallbearers Tuesday. 


Dragoun said the young man 


died as a police officer would in 
the line of duty and deserved to 
be buried as a patrolman would 
be. 


Ex-Sandblasting Worker 
Fread had been employed by 


Western Waterproofing Co., in 
Omaha, a sand blaster. His 
foreman, Harvey Meehan, said 
the man was a good worker. 


Meehan said in the nine 


months he knew Fread, he 
didn't say 25 words. Fread 
helped sandblast bridges and 
other structures until last 
January when he was laid off. 


In the last two weeks, he had 


been a student at the Electronic 
Computer 
Programming 


Institute where he was learning 
to be a computer operator. 


A spokesman for the school 


said Fread's aptitude tests for 
computer operation were "ex- 
cellent" and he was rated in the 
top 25 per cent. 


Sentenced For Rape 


He was sentenced to prison for 


rape at Ravenna in June of 1971. 
He had been denied a parole in 
July of 1973, because of what 
were called 
"disciplinary 


problems" while in the Penal 
Complex. 


Mayor Edward Zonnsky of 


Omaha said he was satisfied that 
no Omaha police officer had 
asked Kellogg to join in the gun 
battle which led to his death. 


Kellogg 
apparently 
armed 


himself so he could help officers 
apprehend the three armed 
robbery suspects trying to flee 
near his house after robbing the 
supermarket. 


Lt. James Perry, head of the 


police homicide unit, said two 
officers who arrived in the area 
first both reported seeing Kel- 
logg already with a gun in his 
hand 


Perry said a neighbor who 


looked outside after hearing si- 
rens told police he saw Kellogg 
standing in his driveway with a 
gun before any shootout 
erupted. 


Proud Omahans Coll 
Kellogg Youth's Folks 


Omaha (UPI) — "I don't know 


you and you don't know me, but 
I'm proud of your boy " 


The woman didn't identify 


herself when she made the 
telephone call to Mr. and Mrs. 
Bill Kellogg, but it really didn't 
make any difference. 


The Kelloggs knew their son, 


Mike, was the type who would 
help anybody in need Friday he 
was killed helping a policeman 
during a gunfight with three 
robber}' suspects. 


The Kelloggs are longtime 


residents of the Minne Lusa 
Neighborhood at the north edge 
of Omaha, and Saturday the con- 


cern of the people m the tightly 
knit area turned to their home 
and that of their sole surviving 
child, Mrs. James Kimble, who 
lives several blocks away. 


"There have been many, many 


telephone calls," Jim Kimble 
said. "People have been coming 
to my wife's parents' house and 
people are over at our place 
right now. 


"Some who have called we 


know and some we don't know 
The response has been 
overwhelming "

Nebraska State Fair or your

Sheep first came to what is 


today the southwestern part of 
the Lnited States as a self- 
propelled food supply for 


Spanish troops invading the In- 
dian nations of the New World 


Sheep remained behind with 


monks and are now raised by 
some of the Indians the Spanish 
came to conquer and convert 


The sheep also came to the 


East Coast with settlers from 
England and other European 
nations 


Sheep numbers increased 


steadily until the early years of 
World War II when numbers 
began to decline U S sheep 
population reached a high of 56 
million in 1942 but today there 
are only 16 5 million head or 
less 


The decline in the number of 


farms removed a lot of small 


flocks of 40 head or so from the 
national total

her lamb against the coyote is 
another factor in a switch from 
sheep to cattle by many livestock 
producers in western states 


The decline in numbers 


tended to reduce the marketing 
opportunity for sheep producers 
as woolen mills and sheep 
processing plants were forced 
out of business by a lack of 
material to process. 


19 Slaughter Plants 


Francis Rodenbeck, division 


head of the National Farmers 
Organization's sheep marketing 
department, noted that in 1970 
there were only 19 slaughter 
plants, 10 of which were owned 
by three companies 
"You 


seldom have more than two or 
three places to sell your sheep," 
he said 


Sheep producers, alarmed by 


the stresses on their industry, 
have organized the American 
Sheep Producers Council and 
have started to organize a 
comeback of their favorite 
animal 


Breed organizations have 


started to work with livestock 
specialists to produce more 
prolific sheep that bear two or 
three lambs instead of single 
births 


Marketing specialists have 


developed telephone and 
teletype auctions in an effort to 
broaden the number of buyers 
who bid on sheep 


Wilson and Swift and National 


Lamb Packers have been 
working on better methods of 
preparing and selling lamb in 
meat counters 


Hormones Tried 


Scientists are trying hormones 


in an effort to get a ewe to 
produce a lamb every 8 months 
instead of once a year 


Finnsheep, which are capable 


of producing as many as five 


lambs at a birth, are being 
crossed with domestic breeds in 
an effort to increase production 


A milk replacer has been 


developed to save orphaned and 
noneatmg lambs which once 
claimed 10% of the lambs born 
on some ranches 


Some sheepmen plagued by 


predators have gone to confine- 
ment raising of sheep 
This 


doesn't deal with the problem of 
using low quality range once 
grazed by sheep, but may be one 
way to stay in the sheep 
business 


Pipestone Project 


One of the most successful 


projects is the Pipestone Project 
in Minnesota under the direction 
of Dwight Holaway 


Holaway has 50 farmers in an 


intensive sheep program that has 
night classes in winter and close 
supervision in the year-round 
program of sheep raising 


A project by the Navajo 


Agricultural Products Industry 
(NAPI) board has improved the 
income of Indian sheepmen in 
New Mexico tremendously 


Bill Sims, secretary of the 


Texas Sheep and Goat Raisers 
Association said in a recent dis- 
cussion of the progress of his in- 
dustry, "The sheep industry is 
like Snow White Instead of a 
prince s kiss needed to awaken 
her, it took several slaps in the 
face and a boot in the backside 
to get us started — but awake we 
are," he said

Fanners are coming down 


with a king-sized case of jitters 
as gram prices continue to drift 
lower with periodic upward sur- 
ges that never seem to recover 
the losses or reverse the 
downward trend for more than a 
few days. 


February, normally the best 


month of the year to sell grain, 
has proven to be worse than 
January in spite of farmers 
holding tight to grain still in 
their hands 


Cattle prices that were 


predicted to reach $40 this 
month have stuck close to the 
$35 area, and gram contracted 
last fall is now moving to 
market, reducing the need for 
gram buyers to re-enter the 
market 


So much gram is moving from 


earlier contracts that some ports 


have been jammed with cars of 
export-bound gram, causing rail 
embargos and further reducing 
demand 


Foreign buyers have started 


canceling contracts, 
paying 


penalties or swapping orders for 
1974 gram for 1975 crop grain 
whenever possible 


The government has had a 


hand in this transfer of orders to 
the 1975 crop, further reducing 
demand at a time when farmers 
are making decisions on planting 
intentions which will be forecast 
in March 


Barring further government 


tinkering to boost gram prices, 
the only immediate hope of a 
reversal in grain price trends is a 
planting intentions report 
showing a sharp reduction in 
farmer planting plans from what 
they intended to plant in 
January

Remodeling, Selling Hotel 
Took Hebronife 27 Years

Hebron - Mrs. Edna Gilpin 


"just loves to buy things and fix 
them up." So one day she drove 
into town and bought the run- 
down Hotel Thayer with every 
intention of remodeling and 
selling. 


But both Hebron and the hotel 


business proved so much to her 
liking that only now — 27 years 
later — did she get around to 
selling. The revamped structure 
would never be recognized as 
one of Hebron's oldest 
businesses. 


Dating at least to the 1890's, 


the 22-room operation is 
remembered by some oldsters as 
the Ebling House and others as 
the Cottage Hotel. It is slated for 
further modernizing under its 
new owners, the William Ort- 
mans and John Finks. 


Overshadowed 


In the same block as the old 


Hotel Hebron which burned a 
few years ago, the Thayer had 
always been overshadowed by its 
larger and admittedly more 
colorful competitor. Yet the 
smaller hotel also hosted its 
share of traveling men and other 
over-nighters.

fell into business. 


"I'd never been in Hebron un- 


til I was driving through and saw 
the old hotel sitting empty and 
closed," recalled the Texas-born 
Mrs; Gilpin in a soft southern ac- 
cent. "I had bought 31 houses in 
different towns and done them 
over with success, so thought I'd 
try the same »hing with the 
hotel. But people started 
checking in and I soon found 
myself in the hotel business like 
my grandparents were before 
me." 


Not one to seek the limelight, 


Mrs. Gilpin surprised many 
Hebron friends when they 
learned she was a close friend of 
the famed millionaire politician 
from Oklahoma, U.S. Sen. 
Robert Kerr, and his sister, Mrs. 
Lois Wimberly. She even rated a 
seat in their box during the 1952 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion. 


Devotional Leader 


For 12 years she had been the 


devotional leader of the adult 
Sunday school class which Sen. 
Kerr taught in Oklahoma City's 
First Baptist Church. 


"There never was anybody 


better than the senator," the 70- 
jsh widow reflected. "One time 
Lois informed him some 
Nebraska inspectors were put- 
ting pressure on me to close, so 
he drove up to talk to me about 
the problem. He picked up the 
phone, placed one call to a 
Democratic friend in Omaha and 
that ended the pressure." 


Devoted to cats, the hotel 


owner has "so many that I have 
never counted them." She is in 
the process of finding homes for 
most of them in preparation for 
vacating her hotel apartment by 
March 1. 


"My plans are still uncertain 


but there's a good chance I'll 
stay in Hebron," she said. "I've 
always had asthma, but since 
moving here I've had but one at- 
tack."

It advanced on a 25-11 
vote after lengthy debate. 


In a committee hearing later, 


Schmit casually remarked that 
he had seen 'nonagriculture' 
bills "with double and triple that 
cost go right across the board" 
without a question from urban 
legislators. 


The question now is whether 


Friday's debate is a sign of 
things to come, of whether ur- 
ban-rural clashes over who 
should be cost conscious, and 
whose legislation is most needed 
for the state. 


Exon has asked that the state's 


personal income tax be hiked. 
When a decision on that question 
is pressed on the Unieameral, 
legislators are likely to become 
even more sensitive about spen- 
ding.

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Working Mother Organized 


... Governor's Secretary Has To Be

If you have a job that makes you want to get up 


in the morning and go to work, it must be 
fascinating, right0 


With enthusiasm and seemingly inexhaustible 


energy, Fran White, Gov. J. James Exon's 
executive secretary, describes her job as just that. 


The very organized and energetic 35-year-old 


mother of three young daughters contends that 
combining such a demanding job with home 
responsibilities would not be possible without a 
"very understanding boss and staff." 


She said the governor recognizes that working 


mothers need to be home as soon after work as 
possible, and as a result, his staff works very little 
overtime. 


She commended the governor's staff, noting 


that the work must be done in that office and if it 
weren't for a good and efficient staff, extra hours 
would be necessary. 


Although she admits to being organized. Mrs. 


White gives much of the credit to her husband, 
Da\e, children and babysitter 


She said although she had campaigned for the 


governor in 1970, she hadn't given am thought to 


being a part of his staff at that time. 


However, when joining the staff was men- 


tioned, Mrs. White said she really thought she 
might "like to do something like that." 


Although her husband expressed confidence in 


her ability to do the job, she said, "Dave wasn't too 
happy about the idea at first." 


However, after due consideration, Mrs. White 


said she decided she would regret it if she declined 
the job and spent the next four years "just sitting at 
home." 


Because of her tight schedule, the tall, dark- 


haired secretary says, "Anything out of the or- 
dinary throws me." 


Christmas shopping is one of the out-of-the- 


ordinary things which "threw her" this year, she 
said, noting that she was forced to take a half-day's 
vacation in order to get the shopping finished. 


'Outstanding Sitter' 


Mrs. White said she has an "outstanding 


sitter" who prepares breakfast and lunch for the 
girls and does some light housekeeping. 


The 24-year-old sitter she has now "is just 


great," Mrs. White says, adding that she "stands in 
well at home and has done things with the girls I 
couldn't have done." 


For example, she explained that two of the

girls are in Girl Scouts and the troop is doing 
needlecraft. 


The scouts regularly meet at school, she said, 


but the girls are now meeting at the White 
household to enable her sitter to help with the 
needlecraft. 


Mrs. White said she and her husband try to get 


to all school activities as well as teacher con- 
ferences. The oldest daughter, Marcia, 11, played 
baseball last summer so the family tried to attend 
the games on Monday and Wednesday nights, 
which meant getting home from work and "tearing 
off to the game at 6 p.m." 


She said she feels that she and her husband 


have met people and attended functions they would 
not have without her job. 


She said the children are exposed to many 


more experiences than they would have been 
otherwise and have some understanding of politics 
and the way the system works. 


The girls handed out brochures and the oldest 


daughter went on a caravan tour so "she knows 
how hard it is to go out-and get those votes," Mrs. 
White said. 


'Real Individuals' 


Because of the opportunities they have had to 


meet prominent people in government and to hear 
her talk about contacts with political figures, the 
girls have begun to identify these people as "real 
individuals," she said. 


Having always had a keen interest in politics, 


the governor's secretary said she hopes that her 
children learn to take part in the system and that 
their interest will be stimulated. 


Asked if she would be interested in going into 


politics, she said she had no desire "because I 
wouldn't try to take on something I can't do." 


When asked if she feels the family has suffered 


from the time she is away from home, Mrs. White 
said she might have been spending as much time 
away from home doing volunteer work. 


She said there has been no apparent problem 


with her working, and she has never heard the 
children say that the family would be able "to do 
such and such" if mother were not working. 


"They do get short-changed on some things," 


she said, adding that if she hadn't had the advan- 
tage of a good sitter "we might have had trouble." 


Extra Effort 


She also noted that she is sure that working 


parents make an extra effort to plan things with the 
children when they are together and frequently 
spend more time with them than parents who are 
home with the children all the time. 


Even though her husband was not too happy 


about the job at first, "after seeing what it has done 
to my attitude," she said, he feels it was a good 
thing.

paying for each kilowatt. 


the Ottk-e ot Consumer Af- 


iairs ot the U S Department ot 
Health. Education and Welfare 
has provided a guide on how to 
read vour electric meter, check 
your utility bill and total up the 
cost Individual meters and bills 
may vary slightly, but the basic 
information applies throughout 


the country. 


Remember-, electricity is 


measured in kilowatt hours — 
kwh You will use one kilowatt 
hour ol electricity if you leave a 
100-watt light bulb burning for 
10 hours 


Reading Your Meter 


Begin your electric education 


by reading your meter, checking 
the different dials There usually 
will be four dials, each divided 
into 10 sections. 


Start with the dial farthest to 


the right. It measures a total of 
iO kilowatt-hours — each time 
the needle moves from oen 
number to the next, you have 
used one kilowatt-hour of elec- 


tricity. 


The next dial measures 100 


kilowatt-hours, with each divi- 
sion representing 10 kwhs, the 
third dial measures 1,000 
kilowatt-hours; and the fourth 
dial represents 10,000 kilowatt- 
hours. 


Note: some of the dials run 


clockwise, 
others 
run 


counterclockwise 


Now, suppose the needle on 


the dial all the way to the nght 
points to nine; the needles on 
the next two dials point to 
seven, and the needle on the dial 
on the ledt points to nine. 


That means that since the dial 


was set at zero you have used 9,- 


779 kilowatt-hours of electricity. 
It is a cumulative total. To deter- 
mine usage in one month, you'll 
have to subtract last month's 
reading from the current figure. 


Checking Your Bill 


Once you know how much 


electricity you've used, you will 
be better able to check the bill 
you receive each month. 


There are about a dozen items 


on the average bill: some are 
self-explanatory; others are 
more complicated. 


Regional variations include 


things like energy taxes which, 
in some areas, are collected by 
the utility for the local govern- 
ment.

difference in computation ability 
between students who used 
calculators and those who did 
not," Ladd said. 


For his experiment. Ladd used 


200 ninth-graders at Maine West 
who were considered low 
achievers in math. One group of 
100 students used desk-top elec- 
tronic calculators to add, sub- 
tract, multiply and divide The 
other class used no machines at 
all. 


The students were first given a 


test in attitude and achievement 
before the classes began. Five 
months later, they were tested 
again for the same things. 


"I was disappointed and 


shocked when there was no 
difference in attitude and 
achievement between the two 
groups," Ladd confessed. 


The "after" examination, 


done on paper with pencil, 
covered such areas as setting up 
problems, actual computation, 
the use of formulas and the 
student's attitude. 


"Both classes improved in at- 


titude, but we believe that was 
because we wrote a special 
course for them. Perhaps the 


careful planning made the sub- 
ject more interesting," Ladd 
added 


The researchers also were 


happy to discover that the 
calculators made no change in 
students' pencil-and-paper skills. 
"Some educators predicted that 
if caluclators were used for any 
length of time, paper-and-pencil 
skills might deteriorate," Ladd 
said. 


But that doesn't mean 


calculators in the classroom are 
all bad. On the contrary, Ladd 
believes, "every third-grade kid 
should have one." 


"The electronic calculator is 


going to have more impact than 
the computer did," he predicted. 
"The computer was too expen- 
sive, but the small electronic 
calculator is going to cost about 
$5 soon. Everyone will be 
wearing one on his belt buckle or 
watchband. That, combined 


with the new metric system, is 
going to revolutionize 
mathematics classrooms." 


And despite his own study 


results, the educator continues 
to argue that calculators are an 
aid to teachers. "We also 
questioned the teachers in this 
experiment," he said. 


"They said they prefer to 


teach in a classroom 
with 


calculators because the 
machines freed them to spend 
more time with students who 
didn't understand the methods 
and allowed fast students to 
move on more quickly to the 
next step." 


"Although most teachers can 


teach simple mathematics on the 
machines, not many are trained 
to use calculators to teach 
algebra yet," said Ladd, who is 
conducting workshops in the 
subject throughout the nation. 


Here are some of the things to 


look for: 


—Account number: this is the 


number by which the utility can 
identify you; use it when asking 
questions or paying your bill. 


—Rate schedule: this code in- 


dicates the schedule used in 
computing your biff. It usually is 
not shown on the bill itself; you 
must ask the utility for an 
explanation. 


—Billing code: this tells you 


what kind of bill is involved 
monthly, special adjustment, 
etc. It usually will be explained 
on the back of the bill. 


—Cutoff date for billing. 
—Meter reading: you can 


double-check this figure by 
reading your meter on the cutoff 
date — the same day the electric 
company reads it. Call the com- 
pany to learn your cutoff date 
each month. 


— Consumer's monthly 


charge: this generally includes 
the bill for electricity, plus any 


taxes or surcharges. 


—Monthly electricity usage: 


subtract last month's meter 
reading from this month's to 
double check. 


—Energy tax: a local levy 


collected by the company; call 
the utility to find out the rate, 
usually a fraction of a cent per 
kilowatt hour. 


—Sales tax 
—Fuel cost adjustment, a 


pass-through charge reflecting 
higher fuel costs paid by the 
utility to produce electricity 
The bill should show the rate per 
kilowatt hour, as well as the 
total charge. 


—Date after which bill is over- 


due. 


Some bills also include a sec- 


tion telling you how much yon 
will owe if you do not pa^ your 
bill on time. 


Computing Your Bill 


How do you know whether 


your bill is right? Armed with a 
little information, you can keep 


track of what you owe You'll 
need to know your rate schedule 
and the rate for any extra levies 


Most utilities bill customers 


on a sliding schedule the more 
electricity you use, the less you 
pay per kilowatt. Here is a 
typical rate schedule. 


First 20 kilowatts (or any part 


thereof). $225 


Next 80 kilowatts 3 55 cents 


per kwh 


Next 100 kilowatts 3 21 cents 


per kwh; 


Next 200 kilowatts 2 96 cents 


per kwh. 


Next 400 kilowatts. 2.65 cents 


per kwh. 


Suppose you used 700 kilowatt 


hours in a month That's $2 25 
for the first 20 kwhs. $2.84 for 
the next 80, $3 21 for the next 
100. $5 92 for the next 200 and 
$10 60 for the last 400 for a total 
of $24 82 


Now. let's assume your county 


has an energv tax of 08855 cents 
per kwh Multiply by 700 for an 
energv tax of 62 cents 


Next, add the fuel adjustment 


charge A typical charge might 
be 1105 cents per kwh or $7 74 
for 700 kilowatt hours

would be another $1 33 for a 
total bill of $34 51

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Being Legislator Creates Family Problems

What sort of family life does a state senator 


from outside Lincoln have during the legislative 
session? 


According to Sen. Ralph Kelly of Grand 


Island — who brings his family with him to Lin- 
coln — it is sometimes "a very lonely life." 


"We get in a position of not being a part of 


Grand Island or Lincoln, and yet we're not 
separated from either one," he said. 


The Kellys rent a house in Lincoln during the 


legislative session, and their 12-year-old daughter, 
Michele (Shelly), attends school at the Cathedral 
of the Risen Christ School during the time they're 
in Lincoln. 


Mid-Semester 


Kelly said during the long session she gets to 


finish a full semester, but during the short session 
of-the Legislature she returns to Grand Island in 
mid-semester. 


"We have mixed emotions about this 


arrangement," he said, noting that children must 
"have a firm foundation to fight problems." 


The Kellys, he said, are depending on "love 


and family cohesiveness" for that foundation 
rather than a permanent address. 


He said they have had excellent cooperation 


between the two school districts and Shelly takes 
dancing lessons both places. She also has two sets 
of friends, one in Grand Island and one in Lin- 
coln. 


Kelly said the family enjoys the variety and 


exposure accompanying his job, but "when we go 
back to Grand Island we're out of touch with 
what's going on there and our friends don't know 
what we're talking about either." 


He said when he rejoins his golf foursome in 


Grand Island, "it takes me three weeks before I 
know the inside jokes." 


Other state senators say it is "difficult," a 


"hassle," and "unfair to the family" to split up 
during the legislative session. 


Sen. Gary Anderson of Axtell, who has two 


small children, said that he would like to have his 
family with him in Lincoln during the session but 
that they "just can't really afford" an apartment 
adequate for the family. 


"I would rather have the family here if we 


could afford it, but it just isn't feasible," he said. 


He said his wife comes down only two or 


three times during a session because it is difficult 
to get away with the children. 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh, who has four 


adopted children, said being away from home is 
difficult and "no longer a joking matter in my 
household." 


He said such a life is a "personal en- 


croachment" on the family and his wife "hates 
politics" and doesn't come to Lincoln to par- 
ticipate in any activities connected with the 
Legislature. 


"When your wife doesn't accept the game, it 


creates problems," he said, noting that it is im- 
possible to be both fair to the family and active in 
the Legislature. 


Commuters 


Sen. John Cavanaugh III of Omaha and Sen. 


Douglas Bereuter of Utica, who drive back and 
forth daily between their homes and Lincoln, also 
pointed to problems with family life and being a 
state senator. 


Cavanaugh said he "rarely has a meal that 


isn't overcooked" because of his legislative 
schedule. 


He said the Cavanaughs are a one-car familv 


so his wife has to shop on Saturday or have 
someone pick her up to go shopping during the 
week. 


He said they considered moving down to Lin- 


coln with their two pre-school age children during 
the session but "just couldn't afford it." 


Even when the Legislature has a day off, 


Cavanaugh said, he doesn't have much time at 


home because he works in his law office in 
Omaha on those days and every Saturday and 
Sunday. 


Because of the small children, Cavanaugh 


said, his wife seldom comes to Lincoln for 
evening dinners and functions. 


Bereuter said his time at home is limited 


even though he commutes because a legislator is 
expected to speak at meetings and attend func- 
tions at home. 


He said he and his wife don't participate in 


social activities related to legislative duties to the 
extent senators who live in Lincoln do. 


His wife and 3-year-old son come to Lincoln 


at least once a week, he said, but Mrs. Bereuter is 
forced to forego many social activities because of 
her husband's demanding schedule. 


Son Up Late 


Even young Master Bereuter's schedule is 


affected by his daddy's being a state senator. 


"We keep him up later at night so I can play 


with him, and he sleeps later in the mornings 
than most children," Bereuter said. 


But one of the veteran senators feels that the 


benefits to the family outweigh the disadvan- 
tages. 


Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly, who has two 


children in university, said that public office does 
restrict family life, but having grown up in a 
home with politics himself he strongly believes 
that it is an advantage. 


Children, he said, develop a greater apprecia- 


tion for group and civic service and it results in a 
feeling of pride. 


The things "you may want to do with the 


family are not necessarily on a scheduled basis, 
since the schedule is determined by others," 
Warner said. 


However, he said he has few phone calls on 


weekends, so planning family activities then has 
never created problems.

Sacramento, Calif. (UPI) - 


Justice Mathew 0. Tobriner of 
the California Supreme Court 
called it "almost an unbelievable 
situation." 


The state's highest court was 


considering the case of Lisa, an 
8-year-old who legally is an 
orphan, although her real father 
is alive. 


The child is kept in a foster 


home. The man listed on her 
birth certificate as her father 
wants custody, but the law itself 
prevents it. 


Victor R. is listed on Lisa's 


birth certificate as the father, 
although the mother was 
separated from her husband — 
another man — at. the time. He 
had sought to argue his case for 
custody in a juvenile court. The 
judge refused to hear him, 
saying the father had no right to 
be heard. 


An appellate court upheld the 


judge. The majority said under 
the law it had no choice, but that 
the result was deplorable. 


Lisa was born while her 


mother was married but 
separated from her husband. She 
listed Victor's name as the 
father on Lisa's birth certificate. 
Later, both the mother and the 
husband died. 


Under Calif ornia law there is a 


presumption that such a child is 


legitimate, making the husband 
the father. The natural father 
seems to have no standing. 


"What is the basis of the 


juvenile court in refusing to let 
the natural father be heard?" 
asked Justice Tobriner. "Is it 
blinding itself completely to the 
facts? The court is becoming 
completely legalistic. Isn't this 
an almost unbelievable 
situation?" 


Deputy Atty. Gen. Susan Cohn 


said Victor was excluded from 
the juvenile court because in 
custody cases the law forbids in- 
terference by outsiders. She said 
Victor simply has no legal basis 
to claim fatherhood. 


"On the facts here, it is almost 


absurd to assume he is not the 
father," said Chief Justice 
Donald R. Wright. "His name is 
on the birth certificate." 


Wright said the idea that the 


girl has no father will be 
destroyed "when she gets old 
enough to read" the birth cer- 
tificate. He accused the attorney 
general of "talking riddles." 


After oral arguments, the case 


was taken under submission. 
The court will decide later 
whether the law gives it no 
choice — as the appellate court 
concluded — and leaves the only 
solution to the legislature.

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Former Link Wins Second Straight Wrestling Championship 


Danny Halstead 
155-Pound Champ

Lincoln High didn't qualify a wrestler for 


this year's state tournament, but that didn't 
keep Links' fans from following someone in par- 
ticular. 


They undoubtedly were rooting again for 


Millard's Danny Halstead, who won his second 
straight state Class A 155-pound championship 
Saturday night at Pershing Auditorium. 


Halstead finished fourth at 145 as a Lincoln 


High sophomore before moving to Millard 
where his father operates a refrigeration 
business. 


Not only did Halstead defend his cham- 


pionship;-he also was among 20 state prep 


wrestlers who finished the season with an un- 
beaten record. 


He finished 284, joining 185-pound team- 


mate Tim Cahill, who finished 210 en route to 
the 185-pound championship. 


Cahill, only a junior, captured 167-pound 


honors as a sophomore, putting him in line next 
year to join a select cirde of 25 Nebraska preps 
owning three state championships. 


In football last fall, Halstead was Millard's 


leading rusher at halfback. Cahill, one of the 
state's premier linebackers, helped clear the 
way for the former Lincoln High standout in the 
offensive line. 


"I'd like to have two more athletes just like 


them," Millard coach John DeGeorge said Sun- 
day. "You won't find many who listen to what 


their coach has to say as well as those two." 


The listening pays off. Halstead decisioned 


Omaha Bryan's John Newell, 6-1, in the finals. 
According to DeGeorge, Halstead spent con- 
siderable practice time during the week, 
blocking and attacking a single leg takedown in 
anticipation of meeting Newell. 


Cahill also worked diligently on counter at- 


tacks for Creighton Prep's Dave Kofoed, who 
owns effective double leg and cross single leg 
takedown maneuvers. 


Cahill scored a 4-3 decision over Kofoed in 


the semifinals and the Creighton Prep standout 
went on to finish third at 185. 


Last year, Halstead and Cahill lost twice 


before securing state championships. 


DeGeorge came away from the state meet 


convinced the district competition at Millard 
one week earlier was the state's most rugged. 


"Teams in our district finished second, 


third, fourth and sixth in the state meet," he 
noted, adding that the district also produced six 
of Class A's 12 state champions and four second 
place finishers. 


He predicted that Metro powers Bellevue, 


Omaha South and Omaha Westside and Eastern 
1-80 Conference member Papillion will offer 
strong challenges to Columbus' 2-year Class A 
title reign next year. 


According to meet officials, the state 


wrestling tournament attracted approximately

NU's Erwin 'Adjusting' To Reserve Status 


Tax Not Needed 


Nebraska's pari-mutuel horse racing structure is a model 


used by many states in either their quest to reorganize their 
racing operation or in efforts to start racing. 


It's important that such thinking continues. It is also impor- 


tant that Sen. Loran Schmit's proposed bill to LB396 to raise the 
total mutuel handle takeout from 15% to 17% be defeated. 


The Bellwood senator was the instigator in 1973 of the bill 


that was passed raising the state's share of the parimutuel tax on 
horse racing from four to five %. That increased tha total 
takeout from 14% to 15%. 
^ 


At that time, the Nebraska track operators decided not to 


fight that bill, although it was obvious it met stern opposition 
from Nebraska horsemen 


So what did Schmit do' One year later in January of 1974, 


he introduced LB 931 to raise the state tax to six % and the 
track's share of the handle to 11%, which would have increased 
the total takeout to 17%. 


However, the Legislature's Revenue Committee stopped 


the bill, 7-0, as Schmit was the only person who appeared in 
favor of the bill in late February of last year. 


What the horse industry in this state and other states needs 


is iclief from tax-hungry legislators looking at horse racing as an 
easy way to TAKE — repeat TAKE — something for nothing. 


Same Old Story 


Whenever horse racing is discussed in the Legislature, it's 


an attempt to further tax an already overtaxed industry. When 
was the last time the Unicameral GAVE or HELPED - not 
TOOK — something from the horse racing industry? 


At the recent Eclipse Award dinner and Thoroughbred 


Racing Association meeting in San Francisco, speaker after 
speaker expounded on how taxes are too high in racing. The in- 
dustry needs help — and not from money-hungry senators 
seeking yet another attempt to tax racing. 


A few years back, the New York Racing Association 


experimented with reducing the takeout at the pari-mutuel han- 
dle. What happened? 


As expected, the handle rapidly increased. Don't use the old 


line bettors and don't care how much is taken out from their 
wagering dollar — no one is going to consistently have a larger 
sum taken out and not notice it. 


For years, this state had the lowest pari-mutuel takeout in 


the nation at 141 Other states used the Nebraska structure as 
the ideal one 


Now with the additional one % tax each party receives an 


equal share. The state receives five %, the individual track 
receives five % and the horsemen (with minor deviations) 
receives five T. 


That's a balance which has worked satisfactorily to all par- 


ties concerned. Why change it? 


Horse racing needs many things in this state, but yet 


another tax increase is not one of them. 


We urge the Revenue Committee to repeat their sensible 


unanimous vote of last year and again kill this unwarranted and 
uniusufied tax on the Nebraska horse racing industry.

tical nurses be made mandatory 
in Nebraska9 


Should registered nurses who 


have not practiced for a number 
of years be required to 
demonstrate their professional 
ability before re-entering prac- 
tice' 


These and other questions will 


be discussed Monday afternoon 
during a 
hearing by the 


Legislature's Public Health and 
Welfare Committee hearing on 
proposed revisions in the 1943 
Nebraska Nurse Practice Act. 


Mandatory Licensing 


According to Celeste 


Knipmeyer, legislative chairper- 
son for the Nebraska Nurses' 
Association, on one of the major 
provisions of the bill, introduced 
by Sen John Cavanaugh of 
Omaha would be to make man- 
datory the licensing of practical 
nurses in the state 


There is an optional licen- 


sing provision in the 1943 act, 
Mb Knipmeyer said 


Another provision would alter 


the current definition of nursing 
to provide for what Ms. 
Knipmeyer termed the 
"expanded role of the nurse " 


Role Has Changed 


Because of advances in 


technology the role of the nurse 
has ohdnged considerably in re- 
cent vears she said And the 
1943 act does not provide 
guidelines for 
establishing 


regulations governing nurses 
engaged in specialized areas 
such as intensive care, coronary 
care and anesthesiology 


In the absense of clear 


guidelines 
nursing service 


departments and staff physicians 
at various hospitals 
have 


developed procedures for the m- 
duidual institutions, Ms 
Kmpmever said 


L nder the terms of the bill the 


reguldtions governing specialty 
nurses would be established by 
the Nebraska Board of Nursing 
and the Nebraska Board of 
Medical Examiners. 


LB422 would also alter the 


composition of the Nebraska 
Board of Nursing to include a 
broader 
spectrum 
of 


professional expertise, Ms 
Knipmeyer said The current 
number of four registered nurses 
now on the board would be 
expanded to seven, and a non- 
voting' consumer would be 
added. 


The responsibilities of the 


board "are kind of staggering 
It's really given very broad 
powers," Ms Knipmeyer said in 
explaining the rationale behind 
the proposed expansion. 


One section of the bill is 


causing some consternation 
among nurses, Ms Knipmeyer 
said It provides that individuals 
"who have not practiced nursing

Democrats Working On Program 


Democrats have 


fort to put together a party 
program on the economy and 
energy, backing their challenge 
to President Ford's policies. 


But, while they were able to 


agree quickly on a strategy 
aimed at blocking Ford's tariff 
on imported oil, settling on an 
alternative program is proving to 
be a longer and more com- 
plicated job. 


Separate Democratic task 


forces in the House and Senate 
have each produced their own 
economy-energy packages of 
legislative goals. The staffs of 
the two groups have been 
working together for about a 
week trying to meld these into 
one program that could bear the 
party label. The task forces have 
tentatively planned a joint 
meeting within a week to con- 
sider the product. 


Rep. Jim Wright, D-Tex., head 


of the House group, said in an in- 


e philosophic 
- between th 
. ical difference 


between the two sets of 
proposals, but what he called a 
substantial structural difference. 


"We feel the economy and 


energy are in a way separate 
problems," Wright said. "The 
economic problem must be 
resolved on an urgent basis. It is 
an emergency matter. 


"The energy program is a 


long-range affair. There is no 
way we can can solve the 
problems completely this year — 
or probably in five years. 


"The Senate approach has 


been to tie the two together 
more or less as the President 
did." 


The immediate confrontation 


with Ford is on the $3 a barrel 
tariff on imported oil he put into 
effect by proclamation. 


The Democratic-led Congress 


has voted to postpone the tariff 
for 90 days while the alternatives 
are explored. Ford has said he 
will veto the bill and the test will 


muster two-thirds votes in both 
chambers to override. The 
House is expected to override; 
the outcome in the Senate is too 
close to call. 


In any alternative to Ford's oil 


tariff, which be proposed to 
reduce consumption and 
therefore imports, an increase in 
taxes specifically on gasoline 
could be a major component. 


Senate-House agreement on 


this may be difficult. The House 
task force program lists a stiff 
gasoline tax increase, modified 
by such arrangements as a 
rebate to workers who must 
commute long distances, as a 
possible option. 


The Senate plan, not officially 


made public as yet, reportedly 
looks less favorably on a gasoline 
tax, but would allow considera- 
tion of one that could be phased 
in as the economy improves and 
unemployment declines.

The 
committee package adds up to 
about |21 billion in tax relief, 
about $5 billion more than Ford 
recommended and concentrates 
more heavily than in his 
proposal toward lower income 
brackets.

spearheaded by some liberal 
members of the committee to tie 
to it immediate repeal of the oil 
depletion allowance.
